ertson reported, but the total of ill­ 
ness from both diseases showed a 
decrease. 
Mr. Robertson is con­ 
fident the epidemic is on the wane. 
Caution at St. Louis. 
St. Louis, Jan. 26.—Mayor Kiel 
today issued a proclamation de­ 
claring influenza to be epidemic in 
this city and directing the health 
commissioner to exercise all pro­ 
visions of the city charter regula­ 
tion measures for the suppression 
and treatment of contagious 
dis­ 
eases. 
A total of 325 new cases 
and four deaths were reported to­ 
day for the 48 hour period ending 
at 9 a. rn. 
Ten deaths from pneu­ 
monia were also reported.

quired. 
‘‘The situation is anomal­ 
ous, to say the least,” remarked 
Mattingly.
